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Rules  and  Regulations 


The  following-  rules  and  regulations  have  been  adopted  by 
the  County  Board  of  Education  for  the  rural  schoo.s  of  Allen 
County  : 

1.  Teachers  shall  have  their  rooms  in  readiness  for  pupils 
at  least  half  an  hour  before  time  for  school  to  begin  and  shall 
be  there  in  person  to  receive  them. 

2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  teacher  to  see  that  the  school 
bell  is  _  rung  at  least  half  an  hour  before  time  for  school  to 
begin  in  the  morning  and  at  the  time  for  dismissal  in  the 
evening. 

3. *  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  teacher  to  see  that  the  school 
room  is  properly  heated  and  ventilated ;  that  the  out-buildings 
are  in  a  sanitary  condition ;  that  all  school  property  is  properly 
cared  for  and  preserved. 

4.  It  shall  be  deemed  a  violation  of  these  rules  for  a  teacher 
to  dismiss  his  school  for  a  period  of  one  or  more  days  without 
the  authority  of  the  trustee,  except  for  legal  holidays  and  in 
case  of  sickness. 

5.  No  teacher  shall  employ  or  place  in  charge  of  his  school 
a  substitute  to  teach  in  his  stead. 

6.  In  case  of  dismissal  of  a  school  by  the  teacher  for  any 
cause,  the  trustee  and  the  superintendent  shall  be  notified  imme- 
diately. 

7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  teacher  to  carefully  preserve 
the  furniture  and  apparatus  of  the  school,  exact  of  pupils  proper 
care  of  their  text  books  and  school  supplies,  to  maintain  order 
and  decorum  in  the  school  room,  and  as  far  as  possible  observe 
and  superintend  the  conduct  of  pupils  on  the  playground. 

8.  The  use  of  tobacco  is  prohibited  in  the  school  room  and 
on  the  school  premises. 

9.  Any  pupil  carrying  firearms  or  other  unlawful  weapons 
while  at  school  must  be  suspended  at  once. 

10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  teacher  to  suspend  any  pupil 
whose  conduct  is  detrimental  to  the  school,  and  must  upon  the 
same  day  send  notice  to  the  trustee  of  such  action.  The  trustee 
may  sustain  or  reverse  the  action  of  the  teacher. 

11.  Any  pupil  known  to  be  afflicted  with  a  loathsome  or 
a  contagious  disease,  or  coming  from  a  home  so  affected,  must 
be  excluded  from  school. 

12.  Any  pupil  excluded  from  one  school  for  refractory  con- 
duct shall  not  be  admitted  to  another  school  within  the  same 
school  year,  unless  he  has  made  satisfactory  amends  in  the 
school  from  which  he  was  excluded. 

13.  No  teacher  shall  admit  to  his  classes  pupils  that  are 
below  the  age  of  six  years. 

14.  Teachers  shall  remain  at  the  school  building  during  the 
noon  hour  or  leave  some  responsible  person  in  charge. 

15.  Pupils  shall  be  required  to  furnish  written  excuses, 
signed  hy  the  parent  or  other  responsible  person,  for  absence 
or  tardiness.  These  excuses  shall  state  the  cause  of  absence  or 
tardiness. 
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16.  Pupils  should  not  be  detained  by  the  teacher  after  the 
dismissal  of  school  for  the  purpose  of  making  up  time,  or  work 
as  a  punishment.  ,  , 

17  In  every  school  in  which  more  than  one  teacher  is 
employed,  the  principal  shall  have  general  supervision  of  all 
the  grades,  assist  subordinate  teachers  in  maintaining  discipline, 
determine  the  conditions  and  requirements  for  promotion  ot 
pupils,  visit  the  various  grades  as  frequently  as  deemed  neces- 
sary, and  have  charge  of  the  general  management  and  weltare 

of  the  s^i°yoLteacher  in  such  graded  school  shall  have  authority 
to  reprove  misconduct  and  require  obedience  of  pupils  other 
than  his  own  during  the  absence  of  principal  and  other  teachers. 

19  Pupils  must  not  be  allowed  to  congregate  on  the  school 
grounds  before  the  arrival  of  the  teacher  and  must  leave  the 
grounds  immediately  after  being  dismissed  from  school. 

20  Teachers  are  required  to  base  the  work  of  the  regular 
recitations  upon  the  adopted  State  Series  of  text  books,  and 
to  follow  the  State  Course  of  Study.  At  least  two  examinations 
must  be  held  each  year  based  upon  the  questions  furnished  by 
the  Superintendent.  .  •    .  . 

21.  Teachers  shall  keep  their  registers  so  that  the  trustee 
will  be  able  to  determine  in  which  grade  any  pupil  is  enrolled. 

22.  Teachers  shall  promptly  prepare  all  reports  due  to  a 
parent,  to  the  trustee,  to  the  Attendance  Officer,  and  to  the 
County  Superintendent.  .  . 

23  No  teacher  shall  be  entitled  to  compensation  for  teaching 
school  on  Saturday,  unless  the  trustee  has  granted  him  the  privi- 
lege of  holding  school  at  that  time. 

24  Any  teacher  failing  to  make  proper  preparation  for  the 
township  institute  or  failing  in  the  discharge  of  his  duty  when 
present  at  institute,  and  any  person  who  is  habituallly  tardy, 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  negligence  and  shall  forfeit  all  claim 
to  wages  for  attendance.  .  .  .    .  , 

25.  The  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  these  rules 
by  any  teacher  shall  be  deemed  such  neglect  of  duty  as  to 
warrant  his  dismissal  by  the  trustee  or  the  revocation  of  his 
license  by  the  Superintendent.  rtf
